Attorney for Applicant respectfully submits the following remarks in response to the 
Notice of Informality Re Payment of Fee dated April 7, 2005:

In the Preliminary Amendment filed with payment of the filing fees on March 23, 2001, 
Applicant canceled Claims 1-350 without prejudice or disclaimer, and added new Claims 351- 
395, comprised of one (1) independent claim, and forty four (44) claims in total.
